I am a decade long resident of Juneau and a 35 year resident of Alaska. I have become very 
concerned about the length of time the agencies have taken to review information, resolve any 
outstanding issues and issue the permit for the Kensington Mine, I understand three environmental 
impact statements (EIS) have been completed each considering all environmental effects of locating 
a similar, but larger facility for storing tailings at the same location. 

In March 2008, a Supplemental Information Report (SIR) was prepared by the USFS to meet the 
requirements of the National Environmental Policy Act (NEPA). Existing NEPA regulations allow 
for and encourage other involved agencies, like the EPA and US Army Corps of Engineers, to 
cooperate with and rely on existing ElS/SuppIemental EIS documents, particularly those prepared 
by the lead agency which in this instance is USFS. 

The USFS has initially determined the change for tailings storage from Lower Slate Lake to the paste 
tailings facility would not affect the environment in a significant manner or to a significant extent 
not already considered in the previous three EIS processes. The USFS has included provisions for 
public comment in the SIR process and will consider all comments in drafting a final SIR. 

In closing, I believe the SIR prepared for the paste tailings change at Kensington meets all NEPA 
requirements. No new SEIS or EA should be necessary! Juneau needs the jobs Kensington will 
provide and we need them now!

Dear Mr. Griffin: 

I am writing in support of the new SIR prepared for the paste tailings change at Kensington 
which meets all NEPA requirements. No new SEtS or EA should be necessary, given the 
analysis provided in the SIR and three previous EIS's, supported by over 1000 studies and $35 
million in environmental baseline engineering and design studies. 

The PTF will use the existing National Pollutant Discharge Elimination System (NPDES) outfall 
previously permitted after a NEPA analysis. The PTF will also use the existing water treatment 
facility which has been shown to be effective in meeting state and federal water quality 
standards. 

The Sierra Club, Southeast Alaska Conservation Council and Lynn Canal Conservation 
supported taking the paste option forward as a better environmental alternative than the DTF. 
Paste tailings require less space and allow for enhanced water recovery, reducing water 
consumption. In addition, all contact water will be recycled or treated and will meet EPA's zero 
discharge requirement. The PTF berm will only be 85 ft. high, as compared to the dry stack at 
220 ft. high. The closure/reclamation strategy is simple and straight-forward, and there are no 
long-term water treatment requirements for the encapsulated tailings. 

I support the proposed move to Yankee Cove for transportation of workers, a fully permitted 
privately-owned facility, which eliminates the opposition of the Conservation Groups (SEACC, 
Sierra Club and Lynn Canal Conservation) to the Cascade Point facility. The move does not 
otherwise substantially change the transportation effects studied in the 2004 SEIS. 

The Kensington project is very important to the economy and future of Southeast Alaska and I 
am confident that the SIR process provides the environmental analysis to allow Coeur to 
proceed with this plan and the opportunity for open comment on this SIR enables involvement 
by public as required by the Conservation Groups.

I am a woman small business owner from Nikiski, and I am seeking your assistance with a 
project which I believe is important to Alaska's future. Three years ago, I acquired a 
small construction firm after working for 2 generations of its prior owners over a period 
of 20 years. I started out as an Administrative Assistant, and worked my way up to 
Business Manager, before buying the company. During the years I was employed there, I 
also attended Kenai Peninsula College and received an Associate's Degree in Business 
Management, and a Bachelor of Science degree in Business Administration. 

Although I know this business from the ground up, and have 2 business degrees, my 
company is struggling due to new competition from a much larger North Slope company which 
has moved into the area and been undercutting prices.

Dear Mr. Griffin; 

I am writing in support of the new SIR prepared for the paste tailings change at Kensington 
which meets all NEPA requirements. No new SEIS or EA should be necessary, given the 
analysis provided in the SIR and three previous EIS's, supported by over 1000 studies and $35 
million in environmental baseline engineering and design studies. 

The PTF will use the existing National Pollutant Discharge Elimination System (NPDES) outfall 
previously permitted after a NEPA analysis. The PTF will also use the existing water treatment 
facility which has been shown to be effective in meeting state and federal water quality 
standards. 

The Sierra Club, Southeast Alaska Conservation Council and Lynn Canal Conservation 
supported taking the paste option forward as a better environmental alternative than the DTF. 
Paste tailings require less space and allow for enhanced water recovery, reducing water 
consumption. In addition, ail contact water will be recycled or treated and will meet EPA's zero 
discharge requirement. The PTF berm will only be 85 ft. high, as compared to the dry stack at 
220 ft. high. The closure/reclamation strategy is simple and straight-forward, and there are no 
long-term water treatment requirements for the encapsulated tailings. 

I support the proposed move to Yankee Cove for transportation of workers, a fully permitted 
privately-owned facility, which eliminates the opposition of the Conservation Groups (SEACC, 
Sierra Club and Lynn Canal Conservation) to the Cascade Point facility. The move does not 
otherwise substantially change the transportation effects studied in the 2004 SEIS. 

The Kensington project is very important to the economy and future of Southeast Alaska and I 
am confident that the SIR process provides the environmental analysis to allow Coeur to 
proceed with this plan and the opportunity for open comment on this SIR enables involvement 
by public as required by the Conservation Groups.

This morning' radio news reports a Southeast Alaska Conservation Council (SEACC) representative 
saying that the Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) would be requiring an Environmental Analysis on 
the alternative proposal to the previously approved Lower Slate Lake alternative. 

I am disappointed SEACC representatives appear to be trying to work with EPA staff to collaborate in 
efforts to influence the requirement for another Environmental Analysts. 

I want to reiterate my strong support for the previous Lower Slate Lake alternative. 

However, I also support your Kensington Supplemental Information Report and believe the SIR 
represents a comprehensive analysis of all environmental effects; and than another Environmental 
Analysis or Supplemental Environmental Analysis is not warranted. 

The additional time for another Environmental Analysis of Eupplementa! EIS would likely lead to another 
prolonged delay that would not only be detrimental for the Kensington Mine Project, but be harmful to the 
communities which will benefit from the reopening of the Kensington Mine. 

In short, the project should be permitted without further extended delays. EPA and the Corps of 
Engineers should not unnecessarily extend the process further. Their respective permits can be writtend 
directly from the many documents and studies that have been made over the past fifteen plus years.

This is the account/testimony (written 9 years ago i I think you'll enjoy. If you're ever in 
the eastern part of the country, I would consider it an honor for you to come visit us in 
upstate New York! (It might be a pleasant change for you to stay in our rural home and 
area.) You would LOVE to meet Michael! He has done keynotes in several places, including 
Guatemala. People/parents love him! He's an amazing guy! I do hope to hear back from you, 
though I can appreciate your demanding schedule. God bless you all! 



The year was 1978. My husband, Santino, and I had been married a year and a half and were 
expecting our first child. The pregnancy was going well and life was good. I remember 
telling my aunt how fortunate we were as a family and how amazing it was that even though 
our family was so large, we had been spared from heartache and tragedy. We had no untimely 
deaths or disasters; we were so blessed. 



Sunday, April 16th was my due date and Sandy and I went to church as usual. Though I was 
certainly big enough to deliver a house, there was, as yet, no labor activity. I was 
anxiously excited and feeling fine. The message preached that day by our pastor, Tom 
Bowden, will remain in my heart and mind forever. It was a sermon on the grace of God 
oftentimes being more significant and glorious than healing. He referenced Paul's thorn in 
the flesh (eyesight) and how Paul had learned the power of God's grace. 



"Concerning this thing I pleaded with the Lord three times that it might depart from me. 
And He said to me, "My grace is sufficient for you, for My strength is made perfect 

in weakness." Therefore most gladly I will rather boast in my infirmities, that the power 
of Christ may rest upon me. Therefore I take pleasure in infirmities, in reproaches, in 
needs, in persecutions, in distresses, for Christ's sake. For when I am weak, then I am 
strong. " 

2 Cor. 12:9-10 



I remember holding and storing this truth in my heart, as if I might need it at a later 
time. I had not imagined how soon that day would come. Eleven days later, after a long and 
difficult delivery, our son, Michael, was born. He was a strapping boy: 9 pounds 7 ounces! 
We were so thrilled; I had so wanted my first child to be a son so our future children 
would have a big brother. My parents were especially ecstatic because this was their first 
grandchild (named after my father and brothers), and they had longed to be grandparents. 
It was well after midnight when we all finally got to sleep exhausted. 



Early the next morning (about 6 AM) the pediatrician came to my room. She had first called 
Sandy to inform him that she suspected our baby might have Down syndrome, and she wanted 
him to tell me. Sandy knew the implication, thanked her for calling, and after whispering. 
"Lord, I leave it in Your hands,* returned to bed. The doctor no doubt felt he was "unable 
to handle the information" and decided to tell me herself. I was not familiar with the 
term and the doctor told me if Mike did have it, he would be "slow." I was not shaken and 
remained confident, knowing that the Lord could do anything. Having a child that was 
"slower" than I might have expected was certainly not a tragedy to me. 
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A nurse came into my room right after the doctor left with my beautiful, big baby in her 
arms, and I innocently asked her what she knew about Down syndrome. That's when the roof 
caved in. She told me, "He'll never be an engineer; you can institutionalize him," (Later, 
when, told of this, my brother Mickey retorted, "Well, we know he can be a nurse!) I sat 
up, shocked and horrified as she proceeded to paint the most horrible picture of a 
vegetable that was to have been our son. Without taking a breath she blurted, "He'll never 
walk, talk or Know you. He will always be sick. He will need constant care," and on and' 
on. I tried to hide my terror and fear. "Lord, I take it back: this is not what I meant 
when I thought, 'Together we can handle this' * The nurse left and returned with a book 
she said I should read. I later learned it was "standard issue" and was burned into the 
memories and minds of raany new parents. It consisted of accounts and pictures of 
institutionalized people with Down 

syndrome,- their demeanors (and lives) were pathetic. Now I cried. Holding what seemed to 
be an otherwise beautiful, healthy baby, I prayed for God to help me. I asked for wisdom; 
I asked for grace . 



One thing broke my heart: j wept, begging God to let this child have enough mental (and 
spiritual) "ability" to know Him. That's all I wanted: that my child could and would know 
and love Jesus. At that moment I felt the presence of the Lord so intensely. I knew He 
heard my prayer and He was pleased with the request. I felt like Solomon — I believe 1 had 
touched the Lord in faith and could have asked anything. I asked the thing that pleased 
God. It never occurred to me (or my husband) to ask God to remove or heal the syndrome; we 
knew the Lord had brought this baby into our lives. This was not an accident; he was not a 
mistake. (I knew God had a plan and 1 wanted "in" on it.) 



It was then the Lord brought to mind Bro. Tom's sermon. Yes, that was the key. 
Understanding flooded my heart: God's grace in Michael's life would bring the Lord more 
glory than healing him of Down syndrome could. Michael's life would glorify Jesus. The 
years and events that followed have borne out that truth. The doctors said he would not 
live past age two with the severity of his congenital heart defect. Our God does miracles; 
nothing is too great for Him! We just need to seek and know His will and pray according to 
it. We prayed for this healing and his heart was miraculously healed, to the amazement ot 
the doctors. 



Throughout the years the Lord has faithfully touched and healed our son of so many 
(sometimes lifethreatening) illnesses. Jesus even healed and opened his ear canals (1992) 
right before he was to have a very painful and extensive reconstructive surgery. The 
doctor was astounded and had no medical explanation, but we all knew it was a miracle by 
Jesus: especially Michael. We have no fear or anxiety over his future; he's in the Lord's 
hands. Mike has a tremendous faith in God along with an incredible understanding of 
spiritual things. In the spirit he has no disability; in fact, he's gifted and talented. I 
don't know exactly when Michael was filled with the baptism of the' Holy Ghost, evidenced 
by speaking in tongues; he seemed to have it ever since he was able to speak. He's always 
loved to be in the presence of God and going to church. to worship the Lord is his favorite 
thing to do. When he was thirteen he chose to be waterbaptized iti Jesus' Name for the 
remission of sins (Acts 2:38) - 

it had meaning for him. The Lord is so faithful. 



"But God has chosen the foolish things of the world to confound the wise; and God has 
chosen the weak things of the world to confound the things which are mighty .-" 

1 Cor. 1:27 
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Because of Michael's faith and fervor for the Lord, he can {and does) say profound things 
to many people about the Lord. He "preaches" the gospel with his life, and can do it 
without offending. He has spoken truths to our extended family and prayed for them with 
power and anointing and the Lord has answered his prayers. He is able to just speak the 
truth lovingly (without premeditation or motive) - things I would hardly dare to say. 



Michael is now twenty-one years old and he has been such a blessing to us and those who 
know him. He is a true "big brother" to our fourteen-year-old Daniel, who looks up to Mike 
in many ways. Dan loves and respects his brother for his many accomplishments and his 
loving heart. Mike cares about people and comforts those who are hurting. He has childlike 
faith and loves God with all his heart, soul, mind and strength. Through him we, like 
Paul, have all learned that God's grace is truly sufficient for us; His strength is made 
perfect in weakness. That scripture (2 Cor. 12:9-10) has become Mike's own personal 
testimony; he shares it with many people and also read it at his high school graduation 
banquet. I know in the end Jesus will say to Mike, "Well done, good and faithful servant ; 
you were faithful over a few things. I will make you ruler over many things. Enter into 
the joy of your Lord" (Matthew 25:21). We are so thankful for his life; we are so grateful 
to the Lord!

We met with the ITC Board of Directors today regarding the use of the Willow Airport for parking for the 
start of the Iditarod Race. I reiterated the Department's position that we need to work toward (in the 
next 5 years) relocating the start of the Iditarod race off Airport Property. I told them it is about safety 
and preventing conflicts between with aircraft and other non-aviation use vehicles and people. They 
seemed to be receptive and willing to work with us on that goal. 

The first step would be to move parking off the airport runway safety area by next year's race. This will 
require some clearing and gravel to create alternate parking. We will use the $100,000 in the capital 
budget on the project. Step 2 would be a planning study to help relocate the start of the race. I told 
them DOT woufd help with the study and getting this under contract. Again we said five (5) years, so we 
have time. The FAA was at the meeting and was an active part of the presentation.

I would like to introduce myself. I am Gary Knopp and I sit on the Kenai Peninsula Borough 
Assembly representing District 1 (Kalifornsky Beach, Kenai & Ridgeway areas) . 

First, I would like to congratulate you on the birth of Trig. My wife and I are sure he 
will bring you and your family boundless joys and blessings. 

I am writing with regards to SB 221 (Capital Budget) , in particular a project in Section 
10 Dept of Transportation and Public Facilities project title Kalifornsky Beach Road 
Pedestrian Pathway. As you may or may not be aware the Alaska Dept of Transportation 
(ADOT) is currently rehabilitating approximately 12 miles of this road. This project is 
10 0% State funded and has been on the Kenai Peninsula Borough's wish list for sometime 
now. There is a portion of this road that is in desperate need of a separated pedestrian 
walkway that would connect to an existing walkway at the intersection of Kalifornsky Beach 
Road and Bridge Access Road. This section of the road is surrounded by a multitude of 
subdivisions and services literally hundreds of homes and families. Many families have 
school age children who currently ride their bikes to school in the middle of the existing 
highway. It is at the request of these families that I pursued a separated walkway along 
the most populous area of th 

is road to connect to the existing walkway. The Kenai Peninsula Borough has passed a 
resolution in support of this walkway as did the City of Kenai. The ADOT did not include 
this separated walkway in the design/bid process and therefore does not have the funds 
appropriated for this project. We have had a lot of support from our delegation in Juneau 
and now its fate is tied to SB 221. There is no better time than now to construct this 
walkway in conjunction with the road rehabilitation project; all the manpower and equipment 
are already on site. I have spoken with the project engineer and he has indicated there 
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is substantial usable material on site that can be used for this walkway. It is our fear 
that if we don't get it constructed now along with the existing road rehabilitation 
project, that the walkway will never happen and we would be passing up an outstanding 
opportunity . 

I applaud all the hard and outstanding work that you have done thus far and I know you 
will continue to do so, especially in dissecting the capital budget. I am hopeful that as 
you go through this year's budget, and have all the facts surrounding the Kalifornsky 
Beach Road Pedestrian Pathway that you will deem it a worthwhile project to be funded in 
the budget process .

The comment below is one I sent to the Juneau Empire on comments about 1 7 officials mulling 
over the Juneau "energy crisis". You both know that many or your villages have been paying 
what Juneau is paying now that their low-cost hydro has been temporarily wiped out by an 
avalanche. I fully support helping Juneau as long as all of our villages get the same 
consideration. 

Our energy disaster has been gradual and not a sudden event like an avalanche that wakes 
everybody up. Ours has been eroding our pocketbooks and destroying our villages for over 7 
years. 

We all appreciate all of the work you did on energy weatherization, alternative energy funding, 
new energy money for our schools, fully funding PCE, and revenue sharing for our villages. This 
is commendable. 

However, all of those programs won't help our people who are struggling to pay for electricity, 
heating fuel, gasoline to go hunting, and propane PLUS find money for food for their families. 

We need to build an energy relief bridge to get us from where we are now to whatever is going to 
lower our cost of energy in the future. The only way to give us IMMEDIATE relief is a fuel 
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subsidy and a slate sales tax waiver program that reimburses communities that waive the tax on 
electricity and fuel. 

IF the state is going to take action for Juneau then you must insist that they do the same for all of our 
villages across Alaska that have been in an energy disaster condition for over 7 years. However the 
Governor's decision goes, I beg you to push for expanding the upcoming special session to include our 
villages to get the help they need or ask the Legislature to call itself into session to address this issue. 
Since the Legislature is the Assembly for the Unorganized Borough, it would be appropriate for the 
Legislature to call itself into session to take care of our immediate needs. 

We beg and pray that you will do the following for us: 

• Urge the Governor to declare an energy disaster for all of our villages across the state of Alaska 
and/or include that issue in the upcoming special session. 

• Ask the Legislative Leadership to call a special session to meet Alaska's Immediate Energy Needs 

• Support giving Mr. Haagenson, Energy Coordinator, cabinet level status and convert the AEA to 
the Dept. of Energy 

• Develop legislation that will create an Alaska Fuel Subsidy that will take our Alaska Royalty Oil 
and have it refined at Flint Hills orNikiski and have heating fuel, gasoline, diesel, aviation fuel, 
and propane delivered to all of communities in Alaska at no more than $3.00 a gallon at the pump. 

• Craft legislation that will reimburse all communities that waive all sales taxes on electricity and 
fuel. 

• Push our Congressional delegation to adopt a moratorium on all fuel taxes.
